Deu.7.6414.2.21.29.9, wemay plainly ſee, and ronch- 
ing children in the 9 E/#42.-it is ſayd, the holy ſeed, foin 
Dan,8. 24.12.7. the Apoſtle Petey alleadgeth anexhorta- 
tion of the Law to this purpoſe, and applierh it: Beyeeholy,

Bur yer ſtill the matter remainech-to be declared, that per- 
ſons ſo much ſtick ar, and that is an example or precept for 
this practiſe of Baptizing Children,which before I ſpeake 
gato: I ſhall deſire firſt thar they would minde what hatch 
bin ſayd before ſeriouſly and without prejudice. Secondly 
[ defire they would give ſach- meaſure as they require to re- 
ceive, namely, an exampleor precept for an Unbaptized 
perſon: to Baptiſe himſelfe or others. Thirdly, I woald 
pray them to conſider, whether they doe not thinkethe 
Apoſtle would have ſpoken more particularly concerning 
the rejecting of Children, and keeping them off from the

| Secondly, there is cleare examples of Baptizing houſ- 
holds, the Jaylors and Lydia, and che houſhold of Srephanu 
by P au/himſelfe, 1 Cor.1.16. and as theſe, ſo queſtionlefſe 
other houſholds; as well as thoſe three. Ir is a rare thing 
to think there ſhould be no Children. ''If Children wich 
their Parents were not, as of old, to enter che Covenant, 
Church-ſtate, and Ordinance of Iniciation, Bapriſme now 
as Circumciſion of 01d, ſurcly the Apoſtle would not have | 
ſpoken ſo generally, and eſpecially conſidering he Pro- 
ſelytes alway of old broughtin their Children with'them, 
asapartof the whole : Yea Iaffirme it isa full example in 
force for a preſident to aftertimes, thar Families may, and , 
ought to be Baptized; yea whole Families, for Paul Bapri- 
zed the houſhold of Stephanss; and there is no example of 
urting by Children atall. And I farther adde, thar if a 
ouſhold, or houſholds fhould be tendered to Baptiſme, 
wherein there were Children orInfants, if Pauls example, 
and the other ſhould be alledged for pattern : I ſuppoſe 
they had need have an example at'the leaſt, if nor a Pre- 
cept to refuſe the doing of ir, unlefſe they would wilifally
